FROZEN WATER PIPES ; 
A WINTER FIRE HAZARD 


Many winter fires are caused by ill-advised attempts to thaw frozen water pipes. 

A burning match. torch or open flame of any description should never be em- 
ployed for this purpose. To wrap’the pipes with oil-soaked rags and set them on fire is 
worse than folly; it is incendiarism. 

Pipes are almost invariably adjacent to walls or partitions where there is an 
ascending current of air to feed:and spread a flame. Even if the flame does not start a 
fire its sudden local heat may cause the pipe to break and flood the premises with water. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Wrap the frozen section’ of the pipe with cotton cloth and pour hot water upon 
it (even if the hot water must be obtained from a, neighbor) until the ice.in the pipe 
gives way. Rags on the floor at the base of or.under the pipe will absorb the waste 
water. If the freezing is too severe to yield to this treatment Sehd for a plumber. :

Winter Care of Roads 


Water, not cold, is the cause of the 
deterioration of roads in winter, aecord- 
ing to road specialists of the Highway 
Department. Cold weather does not in 
itself injure roads, no matter ‘whether 
they are earth, gravel or macadam. In 
fact, an earth road will stand more 
traffic when it is solidly 
any other time. Excess water, however, 
is always detriméntal to a highway. 
When cold weather turns this water into 


increased. Ice occupies considerably 
niore space than the water from which it 
| is formed, and every person who has 
lived in a cold climate is familiar with 
the powerful bursting effect of water 
when left to freeze in a confined vessel. 
| The same action takes place when a wet 
road freezes to any considerable depth. 
It simply bursts, or, as we generally term 
it in road parlance, the road heaves. 


| disintegrated and ruts badly. If this 
process is repeated a number of times 


road may be practically destroyed, while

A dry road will not heave. Rock, 
gravel, sand, and even clay when per- 
fectly dry contract slightly on freezing. 
In order to expand on freezing, these 
materials must contain or be mixed with 
water, and the more water they contain 
the greater the expansion which takes . 
place. But so long as the road remains 
frozen the damage does not become 
apparent. Tlence the frequent and | 
erroneous idea that it is the thaw which 
injures the road. The injury was done 
when the water in the road froze and the | 
particles of the road surface—broken 
stone, sand, or still finer particles of | 
earth or clay—were pushed apart by the 
expanding power ofthe freezing water. 
The thaw merely allows the ice to melt 
and assume its original volume as water.

The new ruleg® made by the State 
Highway Commission relating to glar- 


{ing automobile lights went into effect 


January 1:. ‘This. problem has been a 
vexing one, and the commission has 
given much thought to it, in order that 
the highways at night may be safer for 
all classes of vehicles. Among the re- 
quirements of the new regulations are 
the following: : 

It requires sufficient light far enough 
ahead of the car to enable any person to 
operate at a reasonable and proper rate 
of speed and to stop after seeing an 
object ahead and before hitting it. 

“Tt requires a light that will show any 
pedestrian who is trying to cross the 
street, a sufficient distance ahead of the 
car so that he cannot suddenly walk out 
a few feet in front of the car, without 
being seen. 

“Tt provides that headlights be so 
arranged that they do not dazzle any 
person at a distance of more than three 
and one-half feet above ground on a level 
| road, 50 feet or more ahead of the car. 

“This in effect will require the owners 
of motor vehicles to so arrange their 
lights that the dazzling rays are thrown 
down upon the ground and not up into 
the air, where they dazzle and confuse 
other operators and are a great annoy- 
ance to all users of the highway. 


“There are a great many simple hut 
effective ways by which the lights of 
motor vehicles can be arranged at small 
expense, often at no expense, so that 
they will comply with the new regula- 


tions.”

The Minimum Wage Law 


Under the minimum wage law which 
went into effect January 1, every experi- 
enced woman clerk in retail stores of 
Massachusetts will be guaranteed, by 
law a wage of at least $8.50 per week. 
And the law regards any woman of 
ordinary ability who has been employed 


_in such a store at least one ‘year, as 


experienced. This in substance is the 
effect of the new minimum wage law 
which was passed by the Legislature 
of 1912, and which, after an exhaustive 
investigation by a commission into con- 
ditions of store employment to deter- 
mine the proper wage minimum, went 
into effect the first of the year. 

A minimum wage in Massachusetts 
will work important changes not only 
in the great mercantile ¢enters, but in 
the smaller cities and towns, where a 
greater number of women are employed 


in retail stores than is generally realized. 
Inexperienced female workers will Fe- 
ceive not less than $7; minors hetween 
17 and 18 not less than $6, and minors 
under 17 rot leas than $5. Paft time 
workers in these classes shall ‘receive 
pro rata not less than the wage pre- 
scribed by law. 

In-order to assist in the enforcement 
of the law the minimum wage commis- 
sion stipulates that each female upon 
leaving a place of employment. shall 
receive a car(’stating the length of time 
she has been employed there. This will 
make it impossible for employers to-rate 
an employee as inexperienced when she 
is entitled to a higher classification. 

One section ofthe minimum wage 
law went into effect*September 1 last, 
that which applies te women workers in 
laundries. The minimum for experi- 
enced women employees in this in- 
dustry is $8 per week; $7.50 for those of 
nine months’ experienee; $7 for those 
of six months’ experienge, and $6.50 for 
all of three months’ experience. In- 
experienced workers are receiving not 
less than $6. 


Grindstones 


Some of the finest grindstones come 
from the bottom of the Bay of Fundy. 
The stones are quarried at low tide and 
are attached to large, flat-bottomed 
boats. When these hoats are floated by 
the incoming tide, which rises from 50 
to 70 feet in the Bay of Fundy, the boats

Salonica, the Old Greek Port 


Salonika, the Greek port where the 
Allies troops landed, is a remarkable 
town in a number of ways. It was at 
that town that St. Paul addressed his 
two espistles to the Thessalonians, and 
even in his time the town was ayer three 
hundred years old and famqus. ; 

The t&yn is quite the most important 
of the Balkan ports, and the terminus of 
several of the great Balkan railways, a 
fact of great importance in the landing 
‘and mévement of troops, < 

‘It possesses the finest harbor of.any 
of the Balkan seaports, for not only is it 
naturally a fine anchoring-place for big 
ships, but in the last few years a break- 
water six hundred yards long, with-two 
piers gach a third of that length, have 
been built. 

The peaple who livg, in Salonika— 
pronounced, by the y, ag though 
spelled Sal-on-eeka—are of all nation- 
alities—Greeks, Turks, Bulgarians, Brit- 
ish, French, Americans, Jews and others. 
The representatives of each race always 
wear their own national costume. 

Another great advantage it hes for 
landing troops there-is the fact that it is 
defended on the land side from attack 
by a great chain of lakes, making it ex- 
tremely difficult. to capture. The 
Greeks, in the last Balkan war cap- 
tured it because they managed to get 
into the town a few hours before the Bul- 
garians, and they have held on to it ever 
singe.—Pearson’s

. Dr. James McNaughton, a missionary 
in Turkey for twenty-eight has 
heen permitted to leave that country, 
and recently gave an address on the 
reasons for the Turkish atrocities against 
the Armenians. ‘ 

He said there were three peincipal 
reasons: the wealth of the Armenians, 
who dre a p ive and industrious 
people; their aspirations to become 
again an independent race; and the 
religious differences. According to Dr. 
McNaughton the Armenians were the 
first race to accept Christianity: He 
further states that Turkey was forced 
into the war, by Germany and that if 
allowed to choose, three-quarters of the 
Turks would have voted to fight on the 
side of the English. Most of, them 
don’t know why their country is at war, 
being kept in ignorance by the govern- 
ment. 

The Turk is a good soldier and the 
middle-class Turks are a fine people 
except for their religious fanaticism, but 
they are under the absolute rule of those 
who.are unscrupulous and greedy. 

The poor of Turkey are suffering be- 
cause of the war in the same degree as 
the poor of other nations who are at 
war. The atrocities against the Ar- 
menians cannot be described and can- 
not be excused by the Turkish plea of 
military necessity... The tortures in- 
flicted upon the Armenians are most 
terrible for this day of civilization. 


Farms That Are Made to Pay 


"Many farms which have failed to pay 
the interest on the money invested have 
been made to pay by making certain 
radical changes such as_installing the 
latest machinery, disposing of un- 
profitable stock and buying better with 
the money received from their sale, 
building a silo, and where it is necessary 
to employ a foreman, allowing him a 
per cent of the profits in addition to his 
salary. This latter is an incentive to 
the man in most cases. 

Under conditions which exist on most 
farms in the United States, the oppor- 
tunities for making profits which are 
satisfactory vary with the number of 
acres farmed. An investigation of the 
cost of farming small areas and large 
areas showed that it cost $15 per acre 
to cultivate 40 acres, while 160 acres 
cost less than $9 an acre. 
the increased cost on the smaller farm, 
it was not so well equipped with lahor- 
saving machinery. 

Small farming is more difficult to 
make successful anywhere, and then 
must be of the most intensive type, for 
the volume of production and prices 
fluctuate, making the business very 
insecure. 

Distance from market is a very im- 
portant feature to be leoked after, 
and prices do not have to fall far to take 
‘away all the profits when transporta- 
tion is reckoned. Even where markets 
are ‘good, small farms succeed only 
when they follow a particular kind of 
farming. Specialization is necessary 
today in. almost every line of work. 


Bad Spots in Roads

expensive and never right under or- 
dinary conditions. Unusual conditions 
sometimes make temporary work neces- 
sary and many qbstacles are likely to 
be met in such ingtances, but those who 
are adept in Soam buliaiag are able to 
cope with such situations,—drainage 
and kinds of material used are the 
principal things to consider. 

We have clay roads and sandy roads, 
and numerous other kinds of roads, but 
the best way to treat bad places in roads 
of any sort whatsoever is to treat them 
before they become bad. Small bad 
spots which have immediate attention 
will not later require extensive repairs 
or be an expensive item to a city, town 
or commonwealth.

If they 
could catch up, their lives would be 
serene. But they never do catch up. 
Breathlessly they go through the day as 
if in pursuit of a phantom. Often they 
live under a great nervous tension. At 
the end of a day they are exhausted.

THE GOVERNMENT OF ANDOVER 


Several weeks ago the writer’ made an appeal in this column for 
cooperation on the part of a hundred Andover citizens to discuss town 
problems and to give their time to make careful investigation of certain 
features in town government. In answer there has come by word or 
letter an expression of interest on the part of ten or a dozen Andover 
citizens who, like the writer, are very much concerned in this problem. 
Ten or a dozen is practically ten per cent of the number asked to respond, 
Perhaps this is a good ratio and all that might naturally be expected. If 
so, then certainly it is not important that the writer should give his 
time out of a life that is already more than fully occupied, or call upon 
this ten per cent to give their time and interest, for the sake of any good 
that might possibly come to the great, big mass who appear to have 
very little interest in the subject. Under the circumstances, the writer 
will confine his work to a discussion of town affairs in this column and 
to such discussion as he is able to give to the subject at a public address 
early in February. 

Perhaps even such discussion as is proposed in this column, and in 
the ‘single public address, is a waste of energy, but it will certainly be in 
the line of a service which the writer feels called upon to render. If 
conditions are sound and an adequate defense can be made of those 
responsible for present governmental costs in Andover, then the agitation 
will bring out that situation. If conditions are not sound and the in- 
creased cost of government in Andover marks a trend that means serious 
conditions if allowed to continue, then the sooner the general public is 
awakened to this situation, the better. 

We have been in the habit of feeling pretty cocky about conditions 
in Andover for a long time. We have had an impression that we were 
well within the conservative ground in the improvements that have 
been made, the advances that have been undertaken, and the general 
situation in control of the government of the town. There is some ques- 
tion whether we are justified in this position. Of course, comparative 
costs of government have only a certain amount of value, but it cannot 
fail to interest our people to study the tables submitted herewith and 
note the trend in governmental costs marked by the various figures in 
the different columns. This table is based upon an investigation of 
conditions in all of the important cities and towns in the State with 
direct reference to the increased cost in government marked by the 
appropriations in the last two years. The figures here presented are 
confined to towns of over five ‘thousand population. Of course the final 
analysis has to do with the per capita cost of government, irrespective of 
what the tax rate may be, or the increase for the basis of appropriations. 
Expenditures should always be in accordance with the ability of the 
people to pay, and ten thousand people enjoying the same conveniences 
that five thousand do, make an eras power for expenditure just 
double that possessed by the five thousarid, provided an equal wealth 
per capita is possessed. 

Andover doesn’t have a very satisfactory position in this table on 

the “per capita cost of government”. As a mattef of fact, out of fifty 
towns cited, only eleven show a greater cost per capita for she government 
of their yarious Communities forthe yoar 1919: than does Andover. Many 
more, however, do show a rapid increase in cost for the last two years 
“which seems destined to put them in the selected list of spendthrift 
governments within a very short time. We commend this table, as the 
first statement bearing upon the cost of government in Andover, to the 
careful consideration of the citizens of the town, and trust that it will 
be kept in mind in connection with further discussion preliminary to 
the annual town meeting. As has been the custom of the Townsman 
ever since it was established, courteous communications, whatever may 
be the opinions expressed, if directed to the subject under discussion 
and of reasonable length, will be gladly published in these columns.

During the year of 1915 there have 
been 117 deaths in Andover, an average 
of a little over two a week. The figures 
obtained from the records of the town 
clerk show that during the month of 
April there were more deaths than in 
any other month, seventeen persons 
having passed away during that month. 
August seems to have been the most 
healthy month of the year, when only 
two deaths are recorded. : 

The number of males and females 
who died last year was almost equal, 
there being 54 males and 58 females. 
Between the age of 75 and 80 years 
more people were overtaken by death 
than at any other period of life, when 
17 were called-away. Babies under the 
age of one year held the next largest 
number of deaths, there being 16 num- 
bered under the one-year age.

Lectured on State Finance 

The Free Church Men’s Club listened 
with a great deal of interest’ and profit 
to the talk given by Hon. John B. Hull 
of Great Barrington, at its regular 
meeting on Tuesday evening. The 
speaker has been a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature for several 
years and last year was House Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee. 
This year he is in the Senate and repre- 
sents the southwestern corner of the 
State, his district taking in thirty-eight 
towns and one city. 


Mr. Hull preceded his remarks on 
“Legislative Appropriations and State 


Finance” by describing his district, both 


in regard to its natural beauty—for it is 
in the heart of the Berkshire Hills, and 


its political condition and. possibilities. 


He compared the conditions there with 
those in the eastern portion of the Com- 


monwealth, as regards its farming, its 
manufactures, and its general character- 
istics. He spoke of the political and 
civic work there and urged the members 
and guests of the club to take an active 
part in the affairs of the State and to 
help educate the people to realize that 
they are responsible in a large measure 
for what is being done to increase the 
tax rate of the State. Much was being 
| dotie in his section of the Common- 
wealth along these lines, he said, but 
more could. be. accomplished if a little 
more work was put in, 

In comparing figures of a political 
nature Mr. Hull said that Andover 
stood-very-high-on the list in getting out 
the voters at election time. 

In speaking of State finances Mr. 
Hull said that Massachusetts was spend- 
ing a very large amount every year and 
that the tendency was to add a little 
more to the appropriation every year. 
With the increase, he said, came im- 
provements in health conditions, better 
roads, better factory inspection and 
regulation, and also better institutions 
for the care of the inmates of our hospi- 
tals and homes. 

He said that many times increased 
appropriations were asked for by boards 
and commissions when they were not 
actually necessary and when the particu- 
lar work was not needed. At these 
times, he said, pressure was brought to 
bear on the members of the Legislature 
and appropriations were made for 
political reasons. 

Mr. Hull favored placing under one 
head the various commissions whose 
work overlap that of some other board, 
and thought it possible by this arrange- 
ment to reduce the enormous expendi- 
ture of State money for salaries. 

Following Mr. Hull's talk he was 
asked questions by several of the mem- 
bers, and his answers gave considerable 
more light on State matters, He was 
then accorded a rising vote of thanks by 
the members. :

Education in Rural Schools 


Investigation by the United States 
Commissioner of Education shows that 
32.7 per cent of the rural teachers now 
in service inthe United States have had 
no professional training for their work. 

In view of the effect of rural education 
upon our national life, and as the 
success of our rural education depends 
upon the teacher, it was resolved at a 
national conference on the training of 
rural teachers to adopt resolutions 
which would tend toward better train- 
ing of rural teachers; that State agri- 
cultural schools prepare men and women 
to teach such subjects as agriculture, 
manual training and home economics; 
that agricultural colleges be the source 
of agricultural knowledge and_ that 
young people have not only vocational 
education, but that they should expect 
to add much professional work for 
effective teaching in rural schools. 


Good Srentment for Sheep 


It is often ‘argued that sheep should 
be kept by farmers because they live 
in lean pastures and are useful in rid- 
ding the fields of weeds, getting much 
of their*living from what other stock 
will not eat and that the farm is much 
better rid of. That is all true, but that 
should not be the main reason for keep- 
ing sheep. In fact, weed destruction 
should be only an incident. 

The value of the sheep is in wool, 
lambs and mutton. To do their best in 
these lines, sheep need and-should have 
as good. treatment as other domestic 
animals. , 

Sheep may live on pastures that would 
not su8tain horses or cattle, but they will 
not do their best on such pastures. They 
must eat and thus destroy weeds and 
even sprouts and brambles, that other 
stock would not touch, but such growths 
do not make their best feed. 


What the Pulse Is 
How many persons of ordinary edu- 
eation think that the pulse-beat at a 
man’s wrist indicates the arrival of a 
stream of blood sént out from the heart. 
It shows no such thing, we are told by 
Dr. Louis Faugeres Bishop of the Ford- 
ham University Medical School; on the 
contrary, the pulsation may be com- 
minicated’ in a_ direction precisely 
opposite tb that of the blood-stream. 
The pulse is due to a wave-motion, 
pure and simple, and we may find pulses 
of different kinds at different points in 
the body. The modern physician, Dr. 
Bishop ‘tells us in the pages of The 
Nurse, may obtain valuable diagnostic 
infortnation by comipating the pulses, 
for instance, at the wrist and in the 
neck. The study of the pulse, Dr. 
Bishop reminds us, is one of the most 
ancient undertakings of those who have 
had the care of sick people. 
The Chinese are said to have founded 
a very large part of their practice of 
medicine upon the pulse. In their litera- 
ture they have classified several hundred

Mayor John J. Hurley of Lawrence, 
who was present as the guest of Dr.

He 
said that he felt a wrong impression had 
been growing as to conditions between 
the townspeople and the hill, inasmuch 
as rumors were circulated that the 
people connected with the educational 
institutions felt an air of aloofness and 
importance and that they did not 
mingle with people living on the lower 
level. This false notion had caused no 
end of expressions of sympathy and 
| regret, for he felt sure that he was ex- 
pressing the feeling’ of the hill people 
| when he said that they hoped that the 
citizens would come to realize that they 
were all human, that they had the same 
interests in town affairs, and that they 
were all working for the town’s welfare, 
He spoke very feelingly of the great 
New England spirit and loaylty which 
had made its name famous all over the 
world. He recited instances where boys 
had been sent back to New England 
from the West so that they might ob- 
tain some of the fine New England 
traits with which to start out in their 
business lives. In closing, he expressed 
his desire to see the club grow in use- 
fulness. 


Henry A. Bodwell, the last speaker, 
very interestingly spoke on ‘What 
Can We Accomplish if We Strive?” 
He said that the club at the present 
time was a fine place for men to meet 
to exchange ideas“and discuss town, 
state and national affairs, and that it 
was a good thing to hear the opinions 
of others in all these matters. He spoke 
very strongly of the feeling of. brother- 
liness that prevailed between the club 
members, and with what fine spirit the 
work and pleasures of the club were 
performed. He said that much good 
could come from a gathering such as 
was being enjoyed and that he hoped 
the club would profit from it. In speak- 
ing of enlarged quarters he said that 
before this could be attempted the club 
should strengthen its ranks and do a 
great deal of structural. work along the 
lines of building up town and citizenship 
ideals. :

“Missions are striving to plant the 
word of God in the heart of every per- 
son, and good progress is being made. 
China is a big country, with growing 
potentialities; the Christian mission is 
sent there by God to help nourish it. 
Our mission is one of three, each about 
the size of the State of Ohio, and like a 
a great pumping-station, my work being 
at the boilers in Shanghai, to see that 
money sent from our country to the mis- 
sionaries goes’ as’ far-as- possible (about 
89 cents of each dollar reaching the 
missionary); that the best foodstuffs and 
other products are obtained, reaching 
their destination quickly and_ easily, 
with least possible delay from customs. 
There are all sorts of commissions from 
missionaries far and near. I ‘hoped to 
do some evangelistic work, buf full 
charge of part of this work, and super- 
vision of three Chinese assistants who do 
the rest, takes all my time. Our mission 
cooperates with five other denominations 
in having a university at Hangchow, for 
the great task today is to train Chinese 
to preach and teach to their own people. 
Zach mission school feeds the next 
higher up, education now being as com- 
plete for women as for men. One out 
of two hundred children is in school. A 
leading Chinese statesman says, ‘Only 
Christian ethics can save China, our 
morality is not- enough.’ One-half of 
the boys converted in Wayland Acad- 
emy, Hangchow, are from the upper 
classes, and reach many others through 
their Sunday School classes and athletic 
contests. 

“How can the young people there 
grow up with high ideals? A_ typical 
shopping village has one main street, 
eight feet wide, lined with shops on each 
side, with its- goods on the sidewalk 
(the. street all sidewalk), the shop- 
keepers’ families living above and be- 
hind the shops, all side streets very 
dirty (Christianity begets cleanliness, 
heathenism begets filth), with no read- 


ing, music, athletics, or recreation, save |
